Indeed his 
work-day and night and seven-day week has made it 
possible at this late date to sell some life insurance 
over the counter. He has created his own competition 
and may perhaps destroy his job." 


E. R., New York: "Life insurance is purchased 


mainly as a result of the educational work of the 
agent Month after month, year after year, the agent

fof insurance. Ultimately the individual becomes aware of the value and 


necessity of insurance and the next agent to call appears to fall heir to 
some easy unearned commissions. Once in a great while, the individual 
has been so well educated that he acts automatically and goes out and ap- 
plies to the Massachusetts savings bank plan and the savings bank has 
written a policy without the use of 
such an agent." 


A. S., Chicago: "The life insur-

The silver bloc had its way in the sen- 


ate when that body directed the payment 
of 77J,2 cents an ounce for a metal that 
the government needs not and that anyone 
else can buy for a little over half that 
sum. 


The purpose of continued silver pur- 


chases has many colors. 
The principal 


result is inflation. 
This administration 


wants inflation. 
It must have inflation. 


It cannot pay its way without )n£Jation. 
So let the people suffer the aches and tor- 
ments that are in the offing. 
Wh(-n you 


start consuming poison what salvation is 
there for you except to blindly gulp down 
other poisons? 


For over five years we have been 


paying a crazy price for a metal for which 
we have no use whatever. During that 
time we have bought, here and abroad, 
two billion ounces of it. And you may 
gather some idea of this quantity when we 
state that two billion ounces is about 80 
times as much as the total amount of 
such metal produced in this country the 
year before these purchases started. 


The blood letting continues. 
We bor- 


row money at the banks in the name of 
the nation. We issue bonds. 
We take 


that money and give it to the silver mine 
owners, some at home and some in Mex- 
ico. 
We make them happy. 
Then we 


cleverly concoct another indirect tax so 
the people won't holler and from them

After five years of experience we now 


know what we persistently predicted 
when this plan was first underfoot— 
that not a single valid reason exists for 
it and that it has not done one of the 
things which it was claimed would result 
when it was originally adopted. 


Thus we were promised that this silver 


policy would, under our noble leadership, 
bring remonetization of the white metal 
elsewhere throughout the world whereas 
within 3. year or so after we adopted it, 
China, the most important icountry still 
employing the silver standard was driven 
off it 


The silver congressmen also promised 


that it would be a marvelous benefit to 
the American farmer because it would 
raise the world price of wheat and cot- 
ton. Is it necessary to mention what has 
happened in that respect? 


Glib gentlemen also argued that it 


would give great "strength" to our cur- 
rency in spite of the fact that silver has 
always been the very weakest part of our 
currency system throughout the genera- 
tions. 


The entire program, all the numerous 


promises of a beautiful future both here 
and abroad, everything about the silver 
purchase scheme from start to finish has 
been little short of a fraud, certainly 
nothing short of an unmitigated folly. 


So in this situation, and while still 


paying 64 cents an ounce for silver, about 
50 per cent higher than the actual mar- 
ket, the senate boosts that price about 13 
cents higher for a variety of reasons. 


One has to do with votes in the silver 


states. But we believe the most impor- 
tant has to do with purposeful inflation 
the design to flood our treasury vaults 
with base or worthless metals in order to 
cheapen our dollar and "enjoy" the drunk 
of positive inflation. There comes a time 
in all these foolish plans and schemes 
wucn you must cct the public drunk or 
surrcndcr power.

The great power of symbol and tradi- 


tion in a nation's life became evident 
when the Japs and Chinese, as though 
divining each other's intentions at the 
same time, made a straight line for the 
dust of Genghis Khan. 
China had the 


advantage of position and bore the ashes 
of her most ruthless conqueror to a safe 
haven far away from the long and sinewy 
arm of Japan. 


We are prone to say that symbols 


count for so much in the Orient. But do 
they not count everywhere? 
The Chi- 


nese are accustomed to adoration of their 
ancestors which may add to the value 'at 
which they hold national relics but when 
did any people ever ascribe such spiritual 
value to the departed as our own Union 
armies who shook the ground with cease- 
less tramp as they mournfully sang of 
John Brown's body? 


The Chinese look upon Genghis Khan 


as "the perfect warrior." He is a symbol 
of force that is irresistible. In high glee 
and with firecrackers they celebrated the 
safe travel at its new abode of this dust 
that was human 700 years ago. Over 
such a lapse of time it is always hard 
to distinguish between fact and myth. 
One will constantly merge into the other. 
When men depended entirely for history 
upon tales handed down through many 
generations uncertainties increased 
be- 


cause those who spoke them when poet- 
ically or imaginatively inclined 
added 


their own conceptions of the beautiful and 
the successful. We might inquire how we 
would feel if the 
remains of General 


Washington or Abraham Lincoln were to 
be violated and carted off to be set up in 
hostile manner to ourselves. Perhaps then 
we would understand better the signifi- 
cance attached to the great Khan's tomb 
by all Orientals. 


It demands neither enlargement nor 


distortion to give to the body of John 
Brown a very important place in Ameri- 
can history. This long whiskered man 
' with the Old Testament eyes- and a touch 


of fanaticism could not see men -in chains 
and square that condition with the holy- 
Writ he read. And he never even thought 
of trying to bend any language in the 
great book to meet the conditions that' 
confronted him. 


The story of Genghis Khan and the 


lore that has developed about him should 
be treated as Stephen Benet realistically 
concluded his account of John Brown: 


"So. when the crowd gives tongue 
And prophets, old or young, 
Bawl out their strange despair 
Or fall in worship there, 
Let them applaud the image or con-

Like a cracked crucible and pour its

AIRPLANE RUNWAYS 


The take-off 
of 
an 
airplane 


is a big problem. To make Jt rise 
from the ground, there must be 
lifting power of some kind. 


The usual method is for an air- 


plane to sppcd over the ground un- 
til there is enough lift on the 
wings. The lift is gained mostly 
by a vacuum wihch forms in the 
air, because of the angle at which 
the wings strike it. Tests have 
shown that the forward edge of u 
wing should be thicker than the 
rear edge, if the best \acuum is to 
be obtained. A slight curving of 
the wings helps to give lifting 
power.

Speed of motion is needed for a 


That was one of 
man-carrying machines. 


In their secret trials at Kitty 


Hawk, North Carolina, the Wright 
brothers had no way of rising from 
the ground under their own power. 
On a December day in 1903 Wil- 
bur Wright got into the air for 
a 12-second fight, but he did it 
with the help of a -unway. 


Placing their plane on a cart at 


the top of the runway, the brothers 
made ready lor the test. With the 
motor started, the machine ran 
down the track. In this way it 
gained speed, and the little pilot 
tilted an elevator rudder at t h e 
front of the plane. Upward he 
soared — not far. but enough to stay 
in the air a fifth of a minute. 


On later days the Wrights made 


other tests on the s?me runway. In 
one case, the machine flpw almost 
a minute, and traveled one-sixth of 
a mile. 


Those tests vere not told to the 


public at the time, and the Brazil- 
ian, Santcs-Dumont, knew nothing 
about them when he made trials 
with his own airolane in France. 
His machine was" fitted with bi- 
cycle wheels, instead of the skids 
which -were used b" the Wrights. 


Santos-Dum&nt turned on the 


motor which drove the propellor, 
and traveled fast over the ground. 
He was able to rise in the air. ana 
made a flight of 200 feet 


Huge airliners a' the present 


day have little trouble in rising 
from the ground. They have large, 
level fields on which they can run 
and gather speed. 


There are times, however, when 


certain kinds of planes need cat- 
apults. These are devices which 
fling an airplane into the air, 
where its mo'ors and propellers 
can keep it aloft. They have been 
employed to launch heavily-loaded 
bombing planes. 


Another, and more common, use 


is for launching olanes from the 
decks of ocean vsssels. A vessel 
does -not have enough deck space 
for much of a run. snd lhat is why 
catapults are used for this "pur- 
pose.
